reserves in regional institutions; the 
creation of a m arket fc* negotiable 
commercial paper, where in time of i 
'stress those assets 
can 
be 
easily) 
transformed into cash; the establish­ 
m ent of from eight to twelve great 
regional banks; 
the 
creation of a 
federal reserve board of seven mem­ 
bers, appointed by the president. In 
the foregoing principles the bill is 
practically the same that passed the 
bouse, but in minor details hundreds 
of change® have been made by the 
senate.

States court of appeals yesterday de­ 
cided the famous Danbury hatters* 
case in favor of D. E. Loewe & Co. 
the plaintiffs, and against the United 
Hatters of North America. The court 
affirmed a judgment 
in 
favor 
of 
Loewe & Co. and against the hatters’ 
organization for $252,130. 
With interests and costs, the judg­ 
ment now* amounts to $272,000. 
At 
the first trial, held in 1909, the plain­ 
tiffs obtained a judgment for $232,- 
240. 
Sustaining 
the 
second judgment* 
Judge Coxe declared it wras no longer 
debatable, “that the anti-trust act is 
applicable to such combinations as 
are alleged in the complaint, and that 
the act made no distinction between 
classes of combinations or individ­ 
uals." 
The court held it had been clearly 
established the plaintiffs 
were 
en­ 
gaged in an interstate business, ^nd 
that the defendants are members of 
a trades union, and affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
“one of the objects of the latter or­ 
ganization being to assist its mem­ 
bers in any “justifiable boycott" and 
with financial help in the event of a 
strike or lockout.” 
It was shown at the trial that in 
March, 1901, the United Hatters had 
resolved to unionize tile factory of 
the plaintiffs, and that Mr. Loewe 
bad been informed by the union offi­ 
cials that the hatters would resort

WHAT TO GIVE MOTORIST. 


Small Pillow an Excellent Gift For the 
* Woman Who Takes Long Rides. 
A small pillow that she can use in 
the motor (luring the day when ofT on 
trips and at night as a head rest has 
been arranged by one girl who likes 
creature comforts and yet knows that 
small space for luggage is allowed her 
in the car. Have a cushion at her back 
when driving she will, and also she 
likes a small one to place beneath her 
head at night To be allowed to take 
two she was not, and she found her­ 
self confronted by a problem. 
The reason of this was that the only 
practical covering for the rubbing and 
dust of the day wear was soft leather, 
and leather, as every one knows, has 
a strong odor aud is not pleasant to

So finally she hit upon the 
plan of making her own leather cover 
so it would slip en and carried linen 
ones for night. 
Buying two soft skins, she cut the 
case the size suited to the cushion, add­ 
ing an extra inch to turn under.

four corners that those at the edge to 
he left open should be square and well 
shaped. Then she bethought that un­ 
less there was some protection dust of 
the day would settle iii the open side, 
soiling the white pillow. 
To avoid this she cut a flap four 
inches wide, the length of the case. 
This she basted inside across the open, 
making it serve as a wide tongue. 
Then, basting back underneath the ex­ 
tra inch of leather, she put the case in 
the machine and sewed it, using heavy 
twist, making the effect of a wide hem 
about the whole cushion. At each cor­ 
ner of the tongue she sewed a small 
hook and an eye to correspond on 
the inside of the case to hold the cor­ 
ners dow n w hen the cushion was in. 
To close the two edges there were 
leather buttons aud buttonholes. 
To slip the pillow into this was the 
work of only a moment, and the fasten­ 
ings held It securely protected from 
du st 
When she wanted to use it iu 
the house the cushion was taken out, 
the leather case put aside and one of 
white linen substituted. 
For the fair 
motorist who is not so utilitarian in 
her tastes is designed the attractive 
cushion pictured.

head rest is smart if carried out in 
leather and stenciled in a conventional 
pattern in several shades et browm and 
yellow', or it is softer and more femi­ 
nine when made from burlap aud em­ 
broidered in heavy rope silks.

the necessity for further action by 
the federal government 
to 
provide 
greater safety for travelers and em­ 
ployes upon American railroads, the 
interstate commerce commission, in 
its annual report, submitted to con 
gjcss today, makes vigorous recom­ 
mendations 
for 
additional 
powers 
over the physical 
construction 
anc 
operation of the roads. 
The commis­ 
sion also recommends that it be giv­ 
en authority to supervise the issue 
of railroad securities and some mea 
sure of control over the capitaliza­ 
tion. 


Conditions disclosed by the com­ 
mission's investigation 
of 
railroad 
accidents during the year present a 
situation which, tile commission be­ 
lieves, ought to be the subject of im­ 
mediate legislation. 
Seventy-six ac* 
c bionts 
investigated 
comprised 
51 
collisions 
and 
25 
derailments, and 
caused the death of 282 and the in­ 
jury of 1,880 persons. 
Commenting upon these facts, the 
report says: 


Mishaps

proportion of train accidents due to 
dereliction of duty on the part of em­ 
ploy os.

Reasons for planting trees by the 
roadside are given by Miss Sipe: 
“One has onlv to pass from 
the 
-dare cf the dust a n d heat of the long 
stretch of unshaded road on a hot sum­ 
mer day to the relief afforded by trees 
to know the value of roadside plant­ 
ing. 
This 
same 
physical 
confort 
comes to horses as well as to man. 
“The effect of trees on the road it­ 
self is seldom tnought of, except to 
the disadvantage cf the trees. 
‘They 
keep the roads from drying out after 
wet weather.’ is the usual charka. On 
a poorly built road this is true. They 
are an aid on a well built one, if not 
planted too close. 
Roots constantly 
taking in water assist in drainage. 
That which is a protection from th* 
stin is also a shelter from rain. 
The 
tree tops break the force of driving 
rains, thus preventing washes in the 
road. This more than counterbalances 
the occasional drip marks that are 
seen. 
“The most important use of trees 
by the roadside is the prevention of 
dust. 
Dust is the cementing material 
in macadam roads, and if it is loosened 
and blown away, the road 
suffers. 
Properly planted, they 
form 
wind­ 
breaks and prevent snowdrifts. 
They 
make the road cooler by day and 
warmer by night and serve at night 
to mark the road ” 
Dr. Philander P. Claxton, 
United 
States commissioner of education, has 
the following to say by way of intro­ 
duction to the book in bis letter of 
transmittal: 
“One of the greatest needs of our 
country is good public roads. 
The 
reason we do not have them wherever 
needed is not primarily because of the 
cost of building them, for in the last 
quarter of a century we have spent 
more money for other 
things 
than 
would be required to pay 
for 
the 
building of good roads to and through 
every place having any considerable 
population. 
Our annual mud tax is 
greater than would be the tax neces­ 
sary to pay the interest on bonds to 
build good roads. 
“The roads are not built because 
the people do not understand then

T h e s e add to the fruit sup­ 
ply of the peoplo and to the resources 
of the state for the upkeep 
of 
the 
roads. This tree planting by the road­ 
side has not.vet become common in 
this country, as it should.”

“The trade understands per­ 
fectly its dangers, but is very lax in 
proclaiming them to the public. 
All 
manufacturers and others who put it 
into compounds for external or inter­ 
nal use should lie forced 
to 
label 
their product as poison. 
This applies 
to saloon keepers, who sel lit over 
the bar to the unwary, as well as to 
barbers and druggists. 
It is an im­ 
portant ingredient in the compound 
known as white brandy and Is freely 
used in cordials. 
“ Statistics have not been caerfully 
compiled, but at least a dozen cases 
of blindness were traced directly to 
wood alcohol in this city this year. 
and more than 1,000 cases have been

The dangers of wood alcohol in 
bay rum is that it may cause blind­ 
ness through absorption by the skin 
as w'ell as by inhalation of fumes. 
The law' ought to stop its use except 
within limits very well defined. 
“When wood alcohol is compound 
ed in varnishes, means should be 
taken to guard 
against 
inhalation. 
The need of regulation of the traffic 
is very urgent.

Through the Skin. 


102 degrees F.; that of calves and of 
fat stock somewhat higher, while old 
cow s and those low in vitality usually 
show’ somew hat lower temperatures. 
By means of a hypodermic syringe, 
the tuberculin is injected beneath the 
skin the most convenient place for 
injection being just back or in front 
of the shoulders. 
This places the 
operator out of danger of being kicked. 
The injection may be made on the 
side toward the operator, or on the 
other side by reaching over the back 
of the animaL 
The skin is lifted up 
with one hand and the needle thrust 
through at right angles but parallel 
to the side of the animal so that the 
contents of the syringe may be dis­ 
charged underneath the skin, but not 
Into the muscles. 
The syringe should 
be provided with a “stop” so that a 
definite amount of tuberculin aud no 
more can be easily injected.

The fact that God’s 
wisdom provided prophecies of the fu­ 
ture. as well as statements regarding 
the ptvs«Mit and the past, is of itself a 
reproof bv iehovab of the foolishness 
df some of His children, who have ex­ 
cused then* ignorance* and neglect of 
the study of His Word by saying: 
“There is enough in the fifth chapter 
of Mattliew to save any man.” Prophe­ 
cy was given ‘not merely to satisfy 
curiosity concerning^ the future. 
Its 
object evidently is to make the conse­ 
crated child of God acquainted with 
Tis Father’s plans, thus to enable him 
o regard both the present aud the fu­ 
ture from God’s standpoint. 
When 
thus interested in the Lord’s work, he 
may gen e with the spirit and with the 
understanding also; not as a servant, 
merely, but as a child and heir.

vealing to such what shall be, counter­ 
acts the influence of what now is. The 
effect of careful study cannot be other­ 
wise than strengthening to faith and 
stimulating to holiness. 


Q.— In 
Isaiah 
14:24,

as I hava purposed, so shall it stand”— 
is God referring to passing events? 
(H. K. H.) 
Answer.—As some ignorantly mis­ 
judge the skill aud wisdom of a great 
architect aud builder by his unfinished 
work, so also many in their ignorance 
now’ misjudge God by His unfinished 
work; hut by aud/by. when the rough 
scaffolding of evil, which has beeu per­ 
mitted for man’s discipline, and which 
shall finally be overruled for his good, 
has been removed, aud the rubbish 
cleared aw ay, God’s finished work will 
universally declare His infinite wis­ 
dom and power; and His plans will bt* 
seen 
be in harmony with His glori­ 
ous character. 
However hap-hazard 
or mysterious God s dealing with men 
may appear, those who believe this 
testimony of His Word must acknowl­ 
edge that His original and unalterable 
plan has been, and still is, progress­ 
ing systematically to Completion. While 
the mass of mankind, groping in the 
darkness of ignorance, must await the 
actual developments of God s plan be­ 
fore they eau realize the glorious char­ 
acter of the Divine Architect, it is the 
privilege of the child of God to sin* by 
faith and the light of his lamp the 
foretold glories of the future, and 
thereby to appreciate the otherwise 
mysterious dealings of the past and 
present. 


Q.— Dees the Apostle Paul teach that 
ignorance will save men, when he says. 
“The Gentiles, which have not the law. 
arc a law unto themselves”? 
(E. T.) 
Answ’er.—The Apostles argument is 
that the whole w’orld is guilty before 
God (Romans 3:19), that the Gentiles. 
who had not the written law*, were 
condemned, not justified, by the light of 
conscience, which, whether it excused 
them or accused them, proved that 
they were short of perfection and un­ 
worthy of life, even as the Jew s w ho 
had the written law fwere condemned 
by it; “For by the law’ Is the knowl­ 
edge of sin.” (Romans 3:20.) The law 
given to the Jew.Screven led his weak­ 
ness, and was Intended to show him 
that he w’as unable to justify himself 
before God; for “By the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justified in 
His (God’s) bight.’* 
The written law 
condemned the Jars, and the Gentiles 
had light enough of conscience to 
condemn them, and thus every mouth is 
stopped from claiming the right of life. 


Q-—A friend of mine claims that the 
doctrines of socialism are in harmony 
with the Bible and quotes Micah 4:1-7 
to that offset. 
Is this true? (B. S.) 
Answer.—The Scriptures referred to 
portray the conditions which will be 
established Iii the earth by the Lord 
under the administration of His own 
government or Kingdom, after the 
present dispensation of kingdoms and 
nations has passed away. The perfect 
condition of peace and prosperity will 
be brought into existence by the King­ 
dom power and authority of Christ fol­ 
lowing His second advent. (Isaiah 9:G- 
7.) 
Many of the principles and teach­ 
ings of socialism are fully in harmony 
with the principles of righteousness as 
outlined in the Scriptures, and to the 
extent that this is true to that extent 
does the Bible support those doctrines. 
Socialism as a movement, however, 
will absolutely fall to bring about the 
conditions as described by the Proph­ 
et Micah. 
The race for six thousand 
years, in the myriad forms of govern­ 
ment which have been devised, has 
vainly endeavored to create conditions 
of peace and prosperity throughout the 
earth. 
This failure is more apparent 
today than at any time in the past. 
If experience is one of the best teach­ 
ers, then surely sixty centuries of in­ 
struction should thoroughly convince 
even the most obtuse that the race is 
w’holly incapable of governing itself 
properly. 
The Scriptures point out 
that the only hope for the world of 
mankind is in the establishment of a 
divine universal kingdom—the King­ 
dom of God—in the earth. This is the 
reason w hy the perfect.man. Jesus, in­ 
structed His followers to pray, “Thy 
Kingdom conic, Thy will be done on 
earth as it is done in heaven.” 


Q.— In Ephesians 2:2 w e read of a 
class called “children of disobedience.” 
Does this refer to all non-church goers? 
How could they be disobedient before 
they had the gospel preached to them? 
(Student.) 
Answer. — Since father Adam was 
created in God’s likeness, and is desig­ 
nated a son of God, It follow’s that all 
of his children, had they remained in 
harmony with God. would have been 
sons of God,—earthly sons. But since 
Adam became disobedient, and all of 
his children shared in his fall, all of 
the race in Adam are children of dis­ 
obedience, children under punishment, 
under wrath, except those who have 
“escaped the condemnation that is 
upon the world.” by acceptance of tho 
divine provision of favor and return to 
harmony with their Creator. 
Those 
who return to harmony with God 
through the appointed way become 
children of obedience; those who do 
not. even though they have not yet 
had the full opportunity which God 
designs they ultimately shall have to 
discern good from evil, and though 
they may choose the good, are, never­ 
theless, eveu now denominated "chil­ 
dren of disobedience” and “children of 
wrath.” 
Satan has continually taken 
advantage of man’s weaknesses, made 
good to appear evil, and evil to appear 
good; and he has misrepresented God’s 
character aud plans and blinded men 
to the truth. 
Thus working in the 
hearts of the children of disobedience, 
he has led them captive at his will and 
made himself what our Lord and the 
Apostles call bim—the prince or ruler 
of this world. (John 14:30; 12:31.) He 
is not the prince of this world by right 
but by usurpation; through fraud and 
deception and control of fallen men. 
It is because he is a usurper that he 
will be summarily deposed. 


Q.— lf Jesus delighted in doing the 
Father's will, why did He desire the 
cup to pass from Him? 
See Matthew 
26:39, also Psalm 40:7, 8. 
(E. H. G.) 
and all the world stands guilty before % Answer.—Apparently death in any 
form would have been sufficient as a 
ransom lot* the first Adam s disobedi­ 
ence, meeting his death penalty; but it 
had pleased the Father to put His Son. 
the Redeemer, to the extremest of all 
tests, laying upon Him the ignominy, 
the shame, of the cross. 
Our Lord’s 
query was, Could He stand this*? or 
would it be possible for the Father to 
deviate to that extent without inter­ 
fering with the divine plan or the great 
work being accomplished? The neces­ 
sary submission is indicated—“Not my 
will but thine be done.” Jesus’ only 
hope was that His entire career, from 
the moment of His consecration to the 
close, had been absolutely perfect, 
without daw in the sight of justice, in 
the sight of the heavenly Father. 
It 
was here when alone that this awful 
lear overwhelmed Him: Had He been 
perfect in every thought and word and 
deed? Had He pleased the Father ab­ 
solutely? and w’ould He be able on the 
morrow’, with such a shrinking from 
the shame and ignominy as n e would 
experience on account of His perfec­ 
tion—would He be able unflinchingly 
to perform His part? aud would Ile. 
as a result lie accounted worthy by 
the Father to be raised from the dead 
on the third day?

The Emphatic Dinglott 
and Rotherham’s translation render 
this “among you”, which is synony­ 
mous with “in your midst.”

insist that the kingdom w hich Jesus 
claimed to be a lieut established would 
be within the hearts of the Pharisees, 
whom He styled hypocrites and whited 
sepulchres.

Wben fully set up.

O ye of little faith ” 
(Matthew 6:- 
28-30.) 
Pastor Russell said in part: 
The Great Teacher, w e' are told, 
taught in parables and in dark say­ 
ings 
(not 
easily 
comprehended). 
Even our Lord’s disciples were in the 
dark concerning the meaning of many 
of His statem ents 
until 
the 
Holy 
Spirit at Pentecost gave them en- 
Hghenment, as Jesus bad promised. 
This being true ,we are not surprised 
th a t 
many 
have 
misapprehended 
some of the M aster’s dark sayings 
respecting the cutting off of a hand 
or a foot, the plucking out of an eye, 
respecting 
undying 
worms 
and 
quenchless fires, and even in respect 
to the text of today. 
There are people of fair fntelli- 
gence who interpret the Master to 
mean that his followers are not to 
labor as do the remainder of man 
kind for the necessities of life; that 
they should expect to be supported 
by others 'Who do labor with sweat 
of face—that they should he main­ 
tained by tithes, collections, etc., and 
toil and spin not at all. 
We believe 
th at such are making a great mis­ 
take, as did the man recently report­ 
ed in th© press as having cut off his 
hand in what he thought w’as obedi­ 
ence to the 
Master’s 
instructions. 
We can sympathize with these errors 
of judgment, but should avoid them 
and seek to have the spirit of the 
M aster’s teaching, which was always 
the spirit of a sound mind. 
In His discourse Jesus ba l called 
the attention of His hearers to the 
fact that the Gentiles—the heathen— 
were continually thinking about their 
temporalities 
and 
praying 
about 
these—“W hat shall we 
eat? 
W hat 
shall we drink? 
W herewithal shall 
we be clothed?” 
“But your Father 
knoweth what things ye have need 
of before ye ask him.” Let your wor­ 
ry. therefore, if you have worries, be 
for something higher and nobler than 
merely the necessities of life. 
Con­ 
sider th at w’hile you were once aliens 
and strangers through sin,* disobedi­ 
ence to the Divine Law, you have 
now’ been brought back into accord 
with God and are privileged to ad­ 
dress Him in prayer, “Our Father, 
which art in heaven.” 
If we have the faith to believe that 
God through Christ has accepted us 
as His children, we should as chil 
dren trust our Parent in respect to 
all the affairs 
of 
life— great 
and 
small—food and raim ent—everything 
But here comes the important point 
—the crucial test. 
Are we the chil­ 
dren of God? 
Is He our Heavenly 
Father? 
Has He begotten us of the 
Holy Spirit? 
Are our sins forgiven? 
Are we reconciled to God through the 
death of His Son? Are we children 
“and if children, then heirs of God 
and joint-heirs with Jesus Christ" 
our Lord?

J floes being in the affirmative is the 
strength of the basis of all our faith 
and hope. 
If we are not God’s chil­ 
dren, if we have not come in His ap­ 
pointed way, through Christ, then we 
are still aliens and strangers.

sharers in th e sentence 
of 
death, 
each doing for himself according to 
his ability in battling against death, 
and,

The Master called attention to the 
beauty of the lily. 
Much is discern­ 
ible to the natural eye .and still more 
when we examine the perfections of 
the flower microscopically. 
W onder­ 
ful indeed is the raim ent of the lily! 
Solomon in all his glory had no such 
seamless robe, and no such perfect 
texture for his raiment. 
Perhaps the M aster had a deeper 
thought respecting raim ent than a p t 
pears on the surface of His words. 
“Shall 
He 
not 
much more clothe 
you?” 
While He assuredly meant 
that we are to trust heavenly provi­ 
sion for our natural clothing, it w’ould 
appear that He may have m eant a 
clothing for us as new* creatures— 
the spotless, seamless robe of C hrist’s 
righteousness, 
granted 
to us as a 
wadding garment, in Vhe 
merit 
of 
which 
we 
have 
access to all the 
riches of God’s grace in the present 
life and, if faithful, shall be granted 
an abundant entrance into His ever­ 
lasting Kingdom. 
“Take No Anxious Thought.” 
God takes thought respecting the 
Divine plans and arrangem ents. Je­ 
sus thought out carefully the eoilrse 
He pursued; and He instructed those 
who were desirous of being His disci­ 
ples to sit down and carefully count 
the cost. 
All these things show us 
that the Master would not have His 
follow’ers thoughtless, living meerly 
moment by moment, failing to make 
provision for the seasons, the wea­ 
ther, the table, etc. 
W hat He meant, w hat the Greek 
text fully bears out, is that His fol­ 
lowers should have no worry respect 
ing temporalities. 
Having exercised 
thought, prudence, care, having done 
to the best of their judgment and 
ability, not slothfully, but energeti­ 
cally. they are to rest the matter, 
realizing that all their affairs are 
placed in the hands of the Heavenly 
Father through Christ, and that a11 
the heavenly powers are pledged to 
make all things work 
together 
for 
good lo them, because they love God 
and have been called according to his 
purpose. 


“ Seek Ye Chiefly the Kingdom.” 
W hile anxious care was not to bf 
exercised 
respecting 
temporalities, 
great care was to be 
exercised in 
respect to anything appeartaining to 
the kingdom The call of the church 
is to membership in the gTeat king 
dom of God. of which Christ is the 
Head, the chief King; 
w’e may be 
under kings and under

Dr. J. E. Cannaday arrived home 
Friday night from Washington, D. C., 
where he attended one of the largest 
gatherings of representatives of the 
Anti-Saloon League in its history. 


Sessions were held December 9 and 
IO, whien were attended by 3,000 peo­ 
ple. representing every state and i>os- 
session where the 
American 
flag is 
recognized. 
Dr. Cannaday states that it was the 
intention of the league to have 1,000 
delegates present, and to that end 
2.700 were called, the suposition be­ 
ing that only about 1,000 of that num­ 
ber would respond. 
Instead, he informs the Democrat, 
even the leading officers in the Anti­ 
saloon work were greatly surprised 
at the league turnout. 
On last Tuesday night a resolution 
was adopted asking congress to pass 
a bdl providing for national prohibi­ 
tion. 
This action was taken *at the 
league meeting at the New Willard 
hotel in W ashington. 
Two resolutions were prepared on 
prohibition, one being presented to 
Senator Sheppard, of Texas, and the 
other to Representative Richard Pear 
son Hobson, of Alabama, to be intro­ 
duced in the senate and house of rep­ 
resentatives. 
Dr. Cannaday states that the senate 
adopted the resolution on the after­ 
noon of December IO unanimously, 
but the anti-saloon leaguers failed to 
fare so w ell with the resolution pre­ 
sented by R epresenetative Hobson in 


the house. 
Representative 
Bartholt,

Louis, was instrumental in preventing 
the resolution 
getting 
through 
the 
house by objecting to its unanimous 
passage. 
Representative 
Mann, 
of 
Illinois, is said to have suggested that 


the word “unanimous''

out of the wording of the resolution, 


which was afterward referred to the 
judiciary committee. 
Dr. Cannaday says he is confident 
that national prohibition is certain to 
come, and that within the next few 
years. 
On Wednesday the entire assem­ 
blage of anti-saloon workers marched 
in a body from the New' Willard hotel I 
to the east steps of the capitol build­ 
ing, where prayer was offered by a 
noted clergyman from the east from 
the very stone of the capitol steps 
on which Abraham Lincoln stood in 
delivering his inaugural address.

Hog Cholera Ravages. 
In these columns a few days ago a 
brief statem ent was made relative to 
the hog chilera 
ravages 
in 
P ettis 
county during the past three years, 
up to the tim e the United States bu­ 
reau of anim al industry station 
was 
established here August 
I; 
also a 
statem ent th a t th e net results of the 
v o rk done by Dr. M urphy and his as­ 
sistan ts were 
being 
compiled 
and 
would be published soon. The farm ­ 
ers of this county are certainly to be 
congratulated not only on having the 
distinction of being one of only tliree 
counties in the whole United States 
ta be given the free service, such as 
this station 
confers, 
but 
upon the 
splendid 
practical 
results 
it 
has 
achieved, as 
dem onstrated 
by 
the 
thoroughly 
careful 
records 
of 
its 
work. Since the station 
was estab­ 
lished here the losses from hog chol­ 
era have been reduced to less than 
2 per cent. The records of Dr. Mur­ 
phy’s office show th at 116 herds, com- 
irisin g 4,325 
head of 
hogs, 
were 
treated with a total loss of six head, 
or less than one-tenth of I per 
cent. 
Be it understood th a t 
those hogs 
were w hat are considered “exposed” 
herds, being located im m ediately ad­ 
jacent to infected farm s, and in some 
cases had actually mingled with the 
infected hogs. In view of this state­ 
m ent, which is fully substantiated by 
the records, the value of serum as a 
preventive of hog cholera can be bet­ 
ter understood. 
T reatm ent w as 
also adm inistered 
SOI head of hogs, with 
a total loss 
from al! causes of 597 head, or about 
15 per cent. W hen it is knowrn that 
some 40 of these 
herds 
had been 
sick from four to six w eeks, and that 
of the entire num ber of herds tre a t­ 
ed 20 per cent were dead on the a rri­ 
val of Dr. M urphy’s assistants, 
the 
value of the serum treatm ent is again 
forcibly 
dem onstrated; 
in 
other 
v.trds, S4U per cent of all the herds 
treated have been saved to the farm ­ 
ers of Pettis county, it is conclusive­ 
ly proven 
by 
experience and long 


The Testing of Milk. 
Reference was made in these col­ 
umns recently to 
the 
provision of 
the M issouri laws fixing the standard 
requisite^ of milk and cream. 
The 
form er m ust contain at least 3*4 por 
cent of butter fat and 8% per cent of 
solids not fat, and th at cream must 
contain 18 per cent of butter fat, and 
the statem ent was made th at while a 
very Considerable portion of the milk 
sold in Sedalia 
is 
from 
Jersey or 
grade Jersey cows, and 
w’as 
there­ 
fore likely to equal or exceed the le­ 
gal requirem ents in butter 
fat con­ 
tent, it was possible th at some of the 
milk and cream 
being 
retailed did 
not fulfill the legal requirem ents. 
One of the duties of City Milk In­ 
spector G. E. Rhoads is to te st sam ­ 
ples of the milk being 
sold to citi­ 
zens of this city and he has already 
m ade the second such test of practi­ 
cally tile dairies selling milk in Se­ 
dalia. Of course, a great deal of 
the 
m ilk sold or used in Sedalia is furn­ 
ished by persons owning one or two 
cows each, and because of the num ­ 
ber and wide distribution 
of 
these, 
the task involved requires much tim e 
and travel, but the work of testing is 
being pushed as rapidly as possible. 
The following table shows the re­ 
sults of milk exam inations made, ac­ 
cording ta the Babcock tester, to de­ 
term ine the per cent of 
butter fat. 
For obvious reasons the dairies are 
shown by num ber rather than by the 
nam es of the owners, as all whose 
milk does not fulfill the legal stand­ 
ard will be afforded 
an opportunity 
ta correct the defect, but any one in­ 
terested can learn the identity of the 
dairy herds by calling on
